cou nty circu it cou rt, naming his 
iiiotiier and sisters as defendants, 
asking for a div ision of the estate of 
his late father, Win. B. Riley . 
And now there is a second chap­ 
ter. 
Mrs. Lottie Ellen Hay es, of 
Kansas City , one of John’s sisters, 
has brou ght su it against him there, 
as ex ecu tor of the estate, 
asking 
for an accou nting and the appoint­ 
ment of a receiv er to take cliarge 
of the property . 
A dispatch from 
Kansas City , dated the 5th, say s: 
^H’he su it inv olv es property in 
Kansas 
City 
and 
Sedah^ 
worth 
more than S 100,000. 
It was ac­ 
qu ired by Wm. B. Riley , a well- 
known 
specu iator, 
who died 
in 
18 9 1. 
He left his estate to his 
widow and three children, Lottie, 
Hattie and John 
A. Riley . 
The 
last named was made ex ecu tor with­ 
ou t bond, and it is charged that he 
has condu cted the affairs of the es­ 
tate with the wildest recklessness. 
‘d t is alleged that he has misap­ 
propriated the rents and . proiits, 
ranging from $6 ,coo to $8 ,000 a 
y ear, and that he has made u n­ 
au thorized inv estments. His health, 
it is stated, has become, shattered 
throu gh fast liv ing, and it is al­ 
leged that he is altogether an u nfit 
person to handle the property . 
<‘It is asked that the estate be di­ 
v ided among the three heirs, that 
Mr. Riley render his sister an ac­ 
cou nting, and that a receiv er be ap­ 
pointed to take charge of Ahe rents 
and profits. 
Part of the estate is 
the Hotel Riley in Sedalia; and a 
ro w of flats at the corner of Six th 
and Holmes streets, in this city .” 
George F. Loiigan, attorney for 
Mr. Riley , was seen ,Ahis morning 
and said that there was no occasion 
whatev er for Mr. Riley -'worfy ing 
becau se of the abov e su it hav ing 
been brou ght. 
“ As attorney 
for 
Mr. Riley , 
said Mr. Longan, ‘T can say that 
he has nothing whatev er to conceal 
He has managed the estate in an 
ex cellent manner, as the rents and 
profits deposited in bank will show 
“ Why , it has been only a short 
time since Mrs. Hay es’ attorney 
spent fou r day s here, looking into 
Mr. 
Riley ’s management of 
the 
property , and retu rned home well 
pleased, as he informed Ju dge Hoy 
at the time. 
“ As to Mr. Riley hav ing indu lged 
in reckless and ex trav agant liv ing, 
that will su rely be news to his many 
friends here. 
His health is ex cel­ 
lent instead of being shattered, and 
he has handled his v ast interests in 
a manner that I am satisfied v v ou R 
meet with the 
approv al 
of his 
father sv ^'re he aliv e.” 
Probate Clerk Walker corrobor­ 
ated Mr. Longan’s u tterances abov e 
as to Mr. Riley ’s efficient handling 
of the estate. 
The first annu al set­ 
tlement, made in Au gu st, 18 9 2, was 
of a highly satisfactory natu re, as 
was ascertained by Lawy er A. W. 
Farrar, who iqade J;wo trips to Se­ 
dalia 
to inv estigate 
the 
matter. 
The final settlement is du e nex 
Au gu st.

DoUce Dep artntent to be Reaulated 
by an Ord inance—Datnaaes to 
be MSaid . 


The city council met last even­ 
ing in the council room with A ct­ 
ing 
M ayer 
Honkomp 
presiding. 
All of the councilmen were present. 
The Fifth 
street 
paving question 
brought 
out 
a large 
number of 
property holders. 
The minutes of the last meeting 
were read and approved. 
A communication was received 
from Sangree & Lamm, attorneys 
for Mrs. Naylor, asking that war­ 
rants be drawn for 
the judgement 
to the amount of $700 awarded her 
for damages. 
On motion of M c­ 
Kenzie warrants were ordered drawn 
for same. 
The same attorneys appeared for 
Mrs. 
Yankee, 
formerly Mrs. Dr. 
Boyer, asking that penalties be re­ 
mitted 
on 
the 
taxes for 
1890, 
1891 and 1892 on certain property 
which at that time was in litigation. 
Mr. 
Hansberger moved that pen­ 
alties be remitted, but wanted the 
unpaid taxes to bear interest at 7 
per cent. 
Motion was carried. 
A communication was received 
from Frank B. Meyer, dated June 
5, which 
requested that his name 
be taken from the petition asking 
for the paving of Prospect. 
The 
letter was written at the request of 
John Gross to whon. Mr. 
Meyer 
had sold his Prospect street proper­ 
ty. 
Petition placed on file. 
A 
petitition was 
received from 
Henry Laupheimer asking permis­ 
sion to tap the main sewer until the 
city 
extends 
sewerage to his dis­ 
trict. 
The point at which he desires 
to tap the sewer is at the south-west 
corner of Sixth and Missouri ava- 
nue. 
On motion ofjMr. McKenzie, 
referred to the sewer committee. 
The waterworks company asked 
that grades be established for five 
plugs on East Tenth, Broadway and 
Washington in order that they can 
proceed with the laying of water 


pipes. 
Mr. 
stated that former grades 
Quigley 
arose and 
for five 
hydrants had been wrong and that 
they had been compelled to pay lor 
changing them. 
Referred to water 
works committee and city engineer. 
A motion was made and carried 
restraining the Missouri and 
K an ­ 
sas Telephone company from erect­ 
ing poles and wires a cco rd in g‘ to 
their present 
method 
which 
has 
proved very objectionable. 
Same 
will come up at the next meeting of 
the council. 


The following report was received 
from the civil engineers employed 
to look into the matter of the Fifth 
street grade line and curbing:

G e n t l e m e n— We, 
the 
under­ 
signed, having been appointed by 
your committee to investigate the 
charges made as to the incorrect 
grade and curb lines on Fifth street, 
as set forth by a petition of citizens 
and property owners on that street, 
dated M ay 29, 1893, would re^spect- 
fully report: 


First. 
In regard to the grades 
will say that the same appear to 
have been laid with due regard to 
lay of the ground, and, in absence 
of grade profiles of cross streets, we 
are unable to properly judge upon 
its merits, or make any recommen­ 
dations for changes, if indeed they 
could be advantageously made. 
Second. 
We desire to say that 
in the absence of stakes on center 
line of 
Fifth street, , we, 
as 
far 
as we 
were 
capable of 
judging 
by eye, found the same to be cor­ 
rect, with the exception of curbing 
in 
front 
of 
the 
Kelk 
property, 
where an error of ten inches 
at 
the east end and eighteen inches at 
the west end 
of 
this 
property is 
apparent. 
Judging from the line 
established by this curb, it appjars 
that the 
contractor 
worked from 
stakes given him, but whether these 
stakes had been tampered with, w'e 
are unable to say.

Hinsdale offered to do it with Cil- 
fillan sandstone for 65 cents per 
lineal foot; corners,

Bid too 
high, and was rejected. 
C'lerk in­ 
structed to advertise for bids. 
The condition of the Hast Sedalia 
sewer, carrying off the sewerage from 
the Missouri 
Pacific sho})s, 
then 
came up. 
City Attorney Cash man 
stated that Mr. i*eek, 
superinteiid- 
ent of bridges and building, 
would 
consult with himself and City E n ­ 
gineer Zoll for the jiurpose of ex­ 
tending the sewer as far as Tenth 
street. 
Mr. M cKenzie moved that 
matter be referred to sewer com ­ 
mittee. 


Acting 
Mayor 
Honkomp ex e r­ 
cised the supreme power of his o f­ 
fice last night by vetoing the ordi­ 
nance which provides for the pur­

1803, with my objection thereto. 
I desire to assure 
you 
that this 
step on my part 
is 
the 
result of 
mature deliberation, 
and is taken 
with much reluctance, owing to a 
deep-felt sense of 
that courteous 
treatment that I feel should charac­ 
terize our 
conduct 
toward 
each 
other in transacting the business of 
the 
city 
in 
all 
its departments. 
While 
I 
heartily agree with 
the 
other members who favor this bill, 
that 
this 
would 
be a very useful 
piachine to the city, I look on it at 
present as a luxury rather than a 
necessity, 
and its purchase 
with 
view to profit to the city by hiring 
it 
out 
to 
others, is a speculation 
too 
hazardous 
and 
entirely 
uncertain, 
to 
serve 
as 
a 
justification 
for 
such 
a 
large 
outlay, at a time when the finan­ 
cial condition of the city demands 
the 
strictest economy. 
And, 
in 
this connection, 
1 
desire to 
call 
your attention to the fact that 
va­ 
rious accounts of the city are now 


overdrawn in the aggregate sum of 
$13, 157. 20, and that 
our 
general 
cxjiense account, including the $13, - 
000 just received from the sale of 
the bonds, would be insufficient by 
$7, 083. 79 to make 
these accounts 
whole, and not one cent to carry on 
the city for 
the 
season interven­ 
ing between 
this 
time 
and 
the 
months of December and January, 
Dvhen taxes are received in large 
amounts. 
Still more I would call 
your attention to the fact that there 
is still unsettled a large claim on 
account of land condemned for the 
opening of Ohio street some years 
ago. 
'This cannot, under ordinary 
circumstances, 
be settled for less 
than 
$500. 
There 
were 
judg­ 
ments rendered 
against 
the 
city 
at 
the 
last 
term 
of 
the 
cir­ 
cuit 
court 
aggregating 
$850 and 
costs, 
which, 
I am informed, will 
amount to over $100 more. 
There 
will be due in August revenue bonds 
of the city for $10, 000, and $13, - 
000 in bonds just disjiosed of will 
have to be met inside of one year. 
'Fhis makes a total of $31, 533. 79 to 
be met by the current revenue fund 
inside of one year, not mentioning 
numerous other claims upon this 
fund during that time. 


The 
present 
condition 
of 
our 
sidewalks creates the most serious 
emergency to be met at this present 
time, and must 
be promptly and 
vigorously reformed and bettered, 
and will require a temporary out­ 
lay of money. 
This must be done, 
or the tide of damage suits will be 
swelled to great proportions. 
The 
present 
condition 
of our 
sewer system demands an outlay of 
money. 
The present public sewer 
should be extended and one con­ 
structed in Southwest Sedalia and 
one in East Sedalia. 
This city is this moment in ab­ 
solute 
necessity 
of 
a 
dumping 
ground, for which money is 
also 
needed. 
I 
have 
gone 
into 
de­ 
tail 
of 
the 
financial 
condition 
of 
the city 
to 
more 
certainly 
impress you with the belief that I 
do not veto this ordinarice without 
what 1 honestly 
consider serious 
and suificient grounds, and assuring 
you of my hearty co-operation in 
all matters which I may consider to 
the best interests of Sedalia.
